A Change in the Current of Trade. 


Nuw Lonx, December 29. 

To-morrow tlie first through train 
over the Southern Pacific railroad 
will leave San Francisco béund for 
New Orleans, and it is probable that 
a train going west will leave New Or- 
leas at the same time. The comple- 
tion of the road connecting the Pa- 
cific with the Gulf of Mexico. is an 
event of national interest. Its first 
effects on the currents ef commerce 
will no doubt be to cause a large por- 
tion of the grain which now goes to 
Europe from California by way of the 
long sea passage around Cape Horn to 
take the much shorter route by way of 
New Orleaus. The road will be of 
great and immediate benefit to the 
metropolis of the gulf, which declined 
in busines and population in the de- 
cade following the war, and has only 
begun to recuperate since the com- 
pletion of the Mississippi jetties. It 
will also facilitate the rapid settle- 
ment of Northern Texas, develop the 
mining resources of New Mexico sad 
Arizona, and give fresh and needed 
stimulus to the growth of Califorais.
